vanced for the rejection of the bids, 
particularly because of cumbersome 
provisions relating to mail contracts 
and the alleged Insufficiency of price, 
but basically it is a question of wheth- 
er the shipping board is prepared to 
liquidate itself. For its main activity

MORE KNOWLEDGE NEEDED 
Recommendations for a program of ed- 


ucation to the end that citizens may ob- 
tain a more thorough knowledge and ap- 
preciation of the problems involved in 
government regulation of railroads and 
public utilities and of the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the regulatory bodies arc 
included in a report presented recently at 
the 3Sth annual convention of the Xation- 
al Association of Railway and Utilities 
commissioners. 


This report, which was represented in 


accordance with resolutions adopted at 
the last year's convention, includes a sur- 
vey of what is now being taught in the 
subject in the various schools, of the 
country. This survey, the report says, 
"emphasizes by repetition that regulation 
is either not touched upon or given an 
adequate presentation" in the elementary 
schools and the committee believes that 
this failure to reach the "citizens of to- 
morrow'' is very serious, as indeed it is. 


The text-books which were examined 


revealed not only inaccurate treatment 
but inadequate treatment, 
says the re- 


port, which goes on further to say, ''Is it 
a matter of wonderment then that today 
a large percentage of our citizenship la- 
bors under a misapprehension as to the 
true concept of the problems that con- 
front the bodies in which regulation is 
vested:'' 


The criticism of the committee is well 


justified. It is only too true that such 
things are not adequately or 
accurately 


taught in the public schools, because they 
are studying in them things considered of 
vastly more importance, such as 
solid 


geometry, trigonometry and kindred sub- 
jects of great practicability to the future 
citizen. Angles are more important than 
details of government, in the eyes of most 
school officials. It is this attitude and this 
policy which makes Americans so lament- 
ably ignorant of their government and its 
working and it reflects but little credit 
upon us as a nation. 


A WAY OUT 
' 


Just a few words about a new novel, 


written close to the world we all live in. 
It is "Yerney's Justice." It has been 
translated from the Slovenian, in which ic 
is written by Ivan 
Cankar, into, many 


languages. 


Yerney was an aged farmhand. He had 


spent his whole life working the estate 
of his master, which had grown under his 
hands from a little'miserable farm into a 
flourishing bit of property. 


When the old master died Yerney was 


fired by the young heir, who hated Yer- 
ney because of his lack of servility. 


Yerney went out into the world with a 


hatred for wealth and hot with a sense of 
vengeance. 


'There was no flaw in the logic that 


flowed over and over in his mind. The 
farm was a miserable bit of land when he 
began to work on it with the old master. 
For forty years he worked the soil, fer- 
tilized the fields and meadows, built the 
large white farmhouse—something of 
Yerney's soul remained in every bit of 
wood, in every stone on the place—it was 
part of him and he was part of it—and 
could young Sitar, who had done nothing 
at all, simply say, I am master and you 
must go?" 


The tragedy of this book on justice is 


"young Sitar" who does not know the in- 
comparable worth of a worker who can 
toil for another and yet put his whole 
life into it—feels that his work is a part of 
him, and be a part of it." 


When our complex system of capital 
and labor is so adjusted that the worker 
is enabled to work for his work's sake, as 
did old Yerney, without being subject to 
the ingratitude to which Yerney fell vic- 
tim, perhaps we will hear no more of "in- 
dustrial wars.''

DOX'O.1 GET EXCITED 


A girl crossing the street behind an automobile 


was* struck by the tire carrier, on the abdomen, 
when the car unexpectedly backed. She fell on her 
hands and knees. Some people lifted her to her 
feet and walked her back and forth, back and forth, 
for some time, the girl bent over with pain. Did 
these people do the proper thing? The woman who 
asks this .question says she would have left the girl 
lying on the ground, spread a coat or other pro- 
tection around her. and waited until the girl tried to 
sit up. 
She would have rubbed the girl's hands or 


feet for warmth, for she thinks heat or warmth is 
a good remedy for shock. 


The people who walked the girl about did wrong, 


but they probably had some vague notion that they 
were keeping her alive that way. There is a more 
or less apocryphal treatment for opium or other 
narcotic poisoning which requires that the victim 
bo kept walking about, supported if necessary by 
two vigorous operators. This is not to be taken 
very seriously; it is just old medical myt>tery stuff. 
It was a crude way to stimulate the breathing— 
victims of opium poisoning breath very slowly 
and seem to forget to breathe. There are other 
ways to stimulate breathing, more effective 
and 


more humane, as well as simpler to carry out. The 
proper way is by applying Schafer's prone pressure 
method of artificial respiration, a thing which any 
Boy Scout, Girl Scout or other intelligent, veil ed- 
icated child can do in an emergency. If you don't 
;now how to do it you had better ask some Scout 
o show you, for it may mean the saving of a life 
precious to you. I can't understand how anyone 
vith a fair sense of responsibility dare to go to 
bed at night ignorant of this life saving maneuver 
—his own loved ones may need it before morning. 
rlow can anyone let a child die from rarbon mon- 
oxide gassing, or suffocation, or asphyxiation, or 
drowning, or electric shock, and ever forget that, 
lad 
he 
taken due care to learn this method of 


resuscitation, he might have saved that life? 


The injured girl should have been left lying fiat 
n the ground. She should have been covered with 
coats or blankets or whatever was available, for 
warmth. Rubbing any part of her body would have 
been good treatment, for friction not only makes 
varmth but stimulates and aids the circulation. Any 
ivailable means of applying artificial heat—as by 
lot water bottles, flatirons. etc., to the feet, un- 
der the arms or to any part of the body, of course 
vith precaution against burning, would have been 
irood treatment. It was mischicvious and danger- 
nis to raise her np and especially to encourage her 
o walk. Most ignorant but somehow always offi- 
ious bystanders want to make an injured person 
?it up. This is harmful, if there is anything like 
aiming or shock from injury. By all means keep 
he victim horizontal, or bettor, let the body lie on 
an incline with the head lowest or raise only the 


ps. 
Shock manifests itself thus: The victim, whether 


ictually injured or only badly frightened, is pale, 
old, weak, dazed or strangely quiet and unrespon- 
sive. Perhaps faint replies are made to vigorous 
questioning. The victim's mental function, like all 
Dther functions, is in abeyance: 
not 
necessarily 


unconscious, but only half conscious. The breathing 
s shallow and the rate slow; the pulse is weak, 
rapid, hard for a novice to detect at all; the pupils 
(dark centers) of the eyes are usually large, though 
this is a sign difficult for the layman to read; the 
skin Is cold or clammy to your touch and probably 
covered with cold sweat, at least about the fore- 
head. 


That is a picture of shock, fainting, syncope from 


hemorrhage, and toned down a bit it passes very 
well for fright. 


The first aid or emergency care of all these con- 


ditions is the same, as I have outlined it above. 


Often a necessary part of the treatment is an 


opiate which only the physician can administer. 
Great pain in itself may cause shock. A degree of 
ihock is not uncommonly noted in cases of severe 
leadache, toothache, or belly ache. 


Two household or emergency remedies are gen- 


jrally available when shock is to be treated with- 
out medical attendance. One is aromatic spirits of 
ammonia, of which half a teaspoonful may be ad- 
ministered, in about a quarter of a cupful or 
Jassful of cold water, every 15 minutes for an 
lour or two, if necesssary, and if the victim is 
conscious enough to swallow. 


Still better as a stimulant is strong hot coffee or 


tea. The story book stimulant, brandy or whisky, 
s a stimulant only in novels. The effect of alcohol 
s depression of the circulation, and so, as every 
surgeon knows, it is a dangerous narcotic to use 
where the circulation is already weak.

Washington, D. C. On and after De- 
ember 1. Uncle Sam. through the 
5ureau of Indians Affairs, Depart- 
ment of the Interior, will cease to be 
esponsible for bills incurred without 
he approval of the Secretary of the 
nterior, by the Indians who are his 
•ards. 
This measure was not adopted be- 
ause Uncle Sam is a hard-hearted 
uardian, determined to 
k -.1 
his 


•ards from spending their own money 
nd to retain in his own hands every 
ossible dollar of their income, but in 
rder to conserve their resources and 
o prevent the exploiting of the In- 
ians by unscrupulous whites. 
One of the favorite ruses of >he lat- 
er has been to gi- e the Indians credit 
or goods of all kinds, from antomo- 
iles to player pianos, and then call 
pon the Government to settle the 
ills. They could show bona fide sale 
nd delivery of the goods eventualy 
ave always been able to collect the 


money, 
although 
the 
government 


gents had repeatedly issued orders 
nd requests that sales on credit be 
topped. The Act of Congress however, 
ill put definite stop to the practice. 
Osage Indians and -white business 


men in contact with the reservation 
f the Osage Nation in Oklahoma, are 
rimarily those effected by the law 
he Osages ar the richest people in 
iie world due to the fact that the

That is to 
ay, each has an income that is five 
ive per cent on more than a quarter 
if a million. The family income de- 
pends, of course, upon the number 
of members of the faily who were 
placed on the enrolled 
list at the 


ime the allotment wase stablished. 


VAST QUANTITIES OF OIL 


During the year 33,662,179 barrels 


of oil were produced In the Osage 
Reservation, upon which the Indians 
i 


roceived one-fifth and one-sixth roy- 
alties required under the terms of the 
leases, the total royalty income de- 
pending upon the amount of oil pro- 
duced and the price at which it was 
sold. In addition, the 
bonuses 
re- 


ceived for leases sold during the year 
amounted to ?1.73S,950, and the de- 
ferred bonus payments from previous 
sales paid in durinj, the year amount- 
ed to $13.740,607. 


All this money was collected by-the 


Government, for when 
the tribal 


lands were allotted to the Osages they 
were given merely the surface of the 
land. Th& mineral rights were re-, 
served for the benefit of all the mem- 
bers of the tribe and they share equal- 
ly In oil royalties and bonuses. This 
initial precaution no doubt prevent- 
ed the Indians from being swindled 
out of their oil wealth, or having it 
taken from them for a mere fraction 
of what it has proved to be worth, 
for they can not dispose of their min- 
eral rights as individuals. 


Xot all tne Osages are paid their 


full incomes each year. Only . those 
who have been adjudged competent 
to administer their own financial af- 
fairs handle all the money. Those who 
are rated incompetent receive allow- 
ances o£ $4000 each for adults and 
$2000 each 
for 
children under 18 


years of age. Additional allowances 
are 
made 
in emergencies 
and for 


travel, especially for anything that 
may be shown to be for the education- 
al or health betterment of the Indians, 
subject to the 
approval 
of the in- 


spectors and superintendents. Indians 
who have been declared competent 
may have their certificates revoked if 
later it appear that they really are 
not to be trusted with handling all 
their own money without supervision. 
The surplus of the incomes beyond the 
allowances made and bills paid is ac- 
cumulated by the Government against 
the day when the oil fails. 


The Indians of the Five Civilized 


Tribes 
—- 
Chocttws. 
Cherokees, 


Creeks, Chickasaws, and Seminoles— 
did not reserve the mineral rights to 
the tribes 
when' allotments 
were 


made, hence some of them have re- 
ceived tremendous sums in oil royal- 
ties and bonuses, while others have 
had only the modest incomes derived 
from agricultural lands. Some of the 
Creeks have received as much ns S50,-

HOW CREDIT HAS BEEX ABUSED 


How the whites have abused the 


matter of extending credit to Indians 
may ,be shown by one or two ex- 
amples. One Indian youth who h 
run through thousands of dollars in 
a very short time recently reccivec 
newspaper publicity vas the owner of 
nine automobiles. He was not entitl- 
ed to quite that. What happened was 
that he bought a car on credit, traded 
t in for a more expensive car on an 
additional credit, and repeated that 
operation until he had nine cars with- 


a brief period, for none of whicl 


had he.paid and on all of which he 
owed varying amounts. 


Obviously it -was not necessary for 


this Indian to go through transaction 
of that kind and to that number in 
order to get an automobile that was 
sufficient.for his needs and in keep- 
ng with his financial status. Nine 
dealers- or salesmen, however, got a 
profit out of the sale of a car to 
him. 
A ruling 
made November 6 


backed by the law of 1925 will put a 
stop to this sort of- thing. 


In another case, an Indian maiden 


of 22 years -who was 
not 
rated a 


competent and therefore received on 
y $4000 a: year out of her income, ran 
up bills for clothes and trips during 
the year that aggregated $8000. 


Indians have at this time approxim 


ately $22.000.000 of tribal funds and 
$34.000,000 of individual funds in the 
Tederal Treasury 'and on deposit in 
750 banks that pay interest averag 
ng four per cent. In addition, $31 
500,000 beloriglng to Individual In- 
dians has been invested in govern 
hient securities, which are held fo: 
safe-keeping by the Treasury Depart 
ment, the interest being paid U> the 
Indians semiannually. 


Much has been heard of the ex 


plotting of Indians by whites — the 
famous transaction in which Indian; 
were traded out of Manhattan Islam 
for $24 dollar^ worth of rum and 
beads' for instance — but who ha~ 
over heard of Indians exploiting In 
dians?

• Ashland— (XP)— Cases handled by the 
Wisconsin Railroad commission were 
reviewed by Lewis E. Gettle, chair- 
man of the commission, in an address 
before the American Society of Equity, 
here Wednesday night. 


Mr. Gettle was asked by the presi- 


dent of the society to review the cases 
especially affecting 
rates 
on farm 


commodities. Among other cases dis- 
cussed from this aspect was the appli- 
cation of the carriers to cancel all 
commodity rates on cheese. Mr. Gettle 
represented that :n recent iale history, 
the carriers have been accustomed to 
seek rate 
increases apparently on 


free moving and largely moving com- 
modities so as to insure certainty and 
continuity of revenue. 


"The Wisconsin commission has felt 


in the effort to cancel commodity rates 
on cheese," Mr. Gettle said, "that the 
carriers acted largely by the fact of 
the very heavy production and move- 
ment of cheese from thih state to dis- 
tant markets. This case involved terri- 
tory in Wisconsin lying south of a 
line drawn across the state from Green 
Bay to LaCrosse. The amount 
of! 


cheese in that 
part of Wisconsin 


which moved out of the state for 13LM 
was approximately 210.000.000 pounds, 
The proposal of the carriers if grant- 
ed would have resulted In a freight, ad- 
vance of approximately $158,000 each 
year and this would have amounted to 
a rate advance of about S5 per cent.) 
The commission, in this case, showed 
that the earnings per ton mile in a 
shipment of cheese was about three' 
and one-half times the average earn- 
ings of the railroads per ton milo on 
all commodities and that the carriers 
were really making a very handsome 
rate on this class of traffic. This case 
was decided wholly in favor of the con- 
tentions of the Wisconsin commission 
and represents a distinct and clear 
saving of the amount indicated."

query. "Do men still wear 'heavies' 
and what men wear th$;m?" 


From 60 to 70 per cent of the men's 


underwear business at this time of 
year is in the heavier styles, the mer- 
chants agreed, but this does not mean 
that so large a percentage still wear 
it. This is the height of the "heavies" 
season. 
The men who continue to 


wear the short and sleeveless thin 
styles do not all buy 'it in the fall.
